FIGHTING THE CASE 


Tilden and Associates Don’t W ant to 


Go to Springfield. 


Chicago, April 29.—Edward Tilden, 
bead of the beef trust, VV'. C Cum 
wings and George M. Benedict were 
arrested on warrants charging them 
with contempt of the state senate in 
refusing to produce documents de­ 
manded by the committee In the in­ 
vestigation of the alleged bribery in 
connection with Lorim er’s election to 
the United States senate. 
Their attorneys immediately went 
before Judge Pettit and obtained a 
writ of habeas corpus, returnable im­ 
mediately. 
The men were released 
under bonds of $5,000 each to appear 
before Judge Betitt Monday, when the 
final disposition will be made of tin 
writs of hah* as corpus.
